and the application is in more than thirty-four 
cases, each with a rule. 

Example:—“When the price is shillings, pence 
and farthings and not an even part of a pound, 
multiply the given quantity by the shillings in 
the price of one yard etc., and take parts of parts 
from the quantity for the pence etc., then add 
them together, and their sums will be the answer 
in shillings etc.” 

There were fourteen rules under simple multi¬ 
plication, and no reason given for the rules except 
an occasional footnote. 

The majority of District School pupils, especial¬ 
ly girls, ciphered only through the four funda¬ 
mental rules and a small bit of fractions. If any¬ 
one penetrated into the mysteries of the “rule of 
three” he was accounted a mathematician. And 
if one ciphered all through “Old Pike” he was 
considered a prodigy, and was eagerly sought as 
a teacher, or as clerk or partner in the complicat¬ 
ed world of commerce. 


FRONT SIDE 


In 1788 Mr. Nicholas Pike wrote a new treat¬ 
ise of 512 pages on mathematics. It included com¬ 
mercial arithmetic, algebra, geometry, trigonom¬ 
etry, and comic sections. Applications were made 
to problems in all forms of mechanics, gravity, 
pendulum, mechanical powers and astronomy. 

The labor involved in the computation of or¬ 
dinary business transactions was, in those years 
following the Revolution, almost appalling. The 
money units were the English; two pages only 
were given to the problems of Federal money. 
Nine kinds of currency were in use and students 
were taught to express each in terms of the oth¬ 
ers, making seventy-two distinct rules to be 
learned and applied. 

Under the title of “Practice”, which is described 
as ‘an easy and cohcise method of working most 
questions which occur in trade or business”, stu¬ 
dents had to memorize tables of aliquot parts of 
pounds and shillings, of hundred wt. and tons, per 
cents of the pound in shillings and pence. These 
tables contained more than one hundred relations
